THE YICTOBU WATER BILL, 

Hon. Trutch— The bill was to eoablo tbo 
cilizeas of Victoria to procure a good sup- 
ply of pnre^water. The preamble of ibe bill 
iDlly expre^d the vaiua and nscesiity' of 
■ach a sappy;, as to iho soureaa whence 
the supply would be obtaioed; oli^Ullh not 
yet fixed upon, they were neverthslfss WifchiD 
an easy di«laBce of the oity and had the neoea- 
aary elavation to neoure the requisiie pre«- 
■are in tbecicy. He.hfcd before him ibiee dif- 
ferint eatimataa of ihaaOai at the andertak- 
fS'lbg^Jan'd '.he amount" tbereia^^nimed were

Stated ' io the bill, bo there pqnld bs no 
doubt that 8125,000 would' oofer all eipen- 

diture. Everjthing would -be OBoerlained, 
before the work was cotnmaoccd, as to 'he 
supply and quality of the -yoler, amount, of 
iall and outside cost. The reaBoo why be, 
as a member of the Executive, had in/ro- 
duced the bill, waa flDpIyr- hflcauae biing 
guaranteed by the Qoyernroent it would fa- 
cilitate the raisiiiK ortbe Deoeatary^ndf^ as 
the Municipal, Cooppjl, was l^ot ip ^poilllon 
to obtaio the udvahces.

Hon. Crease— The neopssity for a supply 
of water vffas admitted by evervono.nnd would

of property and the advanlago produced to 
the jiealth add comfort of the citizens.

Hon. llelmoken — Tho introduction and 
paBsioc of the Bill had Btrnn(?ely*devolvBd 
on two merabors of the GTVertiment.

It will be seen by our report published 
a few days bock, that the claims of offic-< 
era of the GoverDmoDt, who were Bufferers 
,hy the lemo'/al of the Capital, nro to be 
allowed ; — that is, compeusatiou is to be 
givoa them for losses in respect to 
their residences, which they have been 
compelled to abandon, in consequence of 
the removal of the public offices to this 
city. That these genlloraeQ SDiTororl 
heavy losoes in the host of their residences, 
and the subsequent necessity of ccating 
new ones, we are prepared to admit, and 
also, that they oro entitled to somu 
recompense from the country, but, wo 
ask, are there not others who wore equally 
Baorifioed and whose claims were at 
lewt eqnally deserving of racognilion ? 
.Many of the citizens invested all they 
poBKeaaed in lota and boaaoa which are 
of no moro valao to theji than the 
residenoeBto thoso offioera who now so 
pathoiioally coino before tho public 
1 wild their bill for componsation ; tho 
only differonoo is, that tho foroior arc 
/^redaood in manj instanoos to penury, 
whereas the latter are still in the en 
joyment oi ozoolieot salaries which 
tbey are not likely very sbori>ly to 
forego. It may be as the Oolooial Sec- 
retary stated that preoedeota. exUt ia 
' Oftnadiaa records for sach aprocedarej 
bot we suspect that the caseii are 
. hardly parallel- It mast be remember- 
ed that ihe nntoa of the two seotioox 
of the Colony was brought aboat as 
mnoh ior the sake of ecboomy as from 
any other reason; the unfortunate 
owoers of property who bad porohased 
, it, as they stated, on the faith of tho 
Ospital being permanently iooated at 
New Westmioster, made an appeal to 
the Goveroment for some compensa- 
tioD for the losses snstainod under 
such oi ream stances ; but of course 
DO asaistaDOe could be afforded thorn 
beoanae the uoooasity ior ooono. 
my had become so urgent that 
it was a question of lifo or death to 
the Colony. Hence, it was thought bet» 
ter to aaorifice a few, than ruin the whole; 
this was at once Understood by the more 
sensible amongst the citizens of New 
Westminster, and to their credit bo it 
recorded, we have never heard a com- 
plaint from them since. Should, there- 
fore, the claims now brought to tho notice 
of the public be 'ooked on unfavorably — 
even looked at as a piece of very bad 
taste in gentlemen, who are all perfectly 
av^aro of tho facts as above stated, these 
very unfortunate (') officers cannot be 
surprised, and althongh from some nnac- 
coaiituble circumstances very little opposi- 
tion wus shown in the Eiouso, we know 
thai a very strong feeling exists in the- 
minds of the people outside. Our own 
impression was, that seeing the resignation 
ditpluyed by the citizens of New West.- 
minster, who were pecuniarily iujurnd by 
the change in the Seat of Govprnment, 
( ofBcials had gracefully withdrawa all 
prate' siona to any claims on the Govern- 
ment Id thia it seems we were much 
mistaken ; it may be true that the Colony 
is poor — very poor at this momeot, and 
.faels the payment of offiotal salaries ex< 
tremely irkaomu. yet these geotle- 
men insist npoa havlnir their bond, 
even to tbe uttermost fartliing ; but 
the GoverDmeot would not buvo 
tbe lemeriiy to give them m ' jy. Ii 
these gentlemen muat be com ^ ja 'aiod 
let that compcDSation bo r*'lo in 
land. It must bo patent to ovo'yotio 
that wo have not a dollar tc spare. It 
is true our inconueoovors our oxpendi- 
tare, bnl very Utile more, and maliors 
of the most vital iraportanco to the 
Colony have to bo left in abeyance bo- 
Ottuse there arc no funds to otmblo tho 
Goverumeot to carry thoin out. Jl 
tboio gootloraon roooivo grants of 
laud equal to a reasonable amoant ot 
reparation, Ibey may consider them- 
selvoa very firmnato. Anything in 
tbe nbapo of money puymenla ia quite 
out of tho question, and cann >t for a 
moment bo liiiioned to. Tho lovorii- 
ment can ill spare any of tho Bujall 
•mount of pc pularity they at preeont 
posseBs.
